Unquestionably the institution of Canadian Authors’ Week had 
the effect of directing the attention of thousands of Canadians to the 
work of their fellow citizens, and it undoubtedly has resulted in 
largely ‘+ -reased sales of.Canadian written and made books, and a 
deeper iu.erest in Canadian literature. 

To all lovers of Canada this cannot be otherwise than most 
gratifying because it is'a well recognized, fact that the literature of 
a country plays a profound and lasting part in influencing the 
thought and national life of a people. All students fully recognize 
and appreciate the influence which the literature of England has had 
on the national life, not Only of England itself, but of the whole Eng- 
lishing-speaking world, and of all nations into whose language the 
works of the great English poets, dramatists, essayists and authors 
have been translated. :

But 
why should not every Canadian family establish the nucleus of a 
library by buying one or more books*by Cafiadian authors before 
this old ygar ends and adding to them month by. month in the years 
to.come?® And avhat better Cliristmas gift can a Canadian make to 
a fellow Canadian than to presént him or her with a book by a 
Canadian author? : 

The “Made in Canada” slogan can be overdone, and its use 
twisted to give seeming support to policies or articles of an inferior 
andtitdeserving character. Merely because an article is made in 
Canada is not a sufficient reason why Canadians should buy it-in 
preferencg to other articles. It must have merit and it must be as 
teasonable in price as similar articles made elsewhere. But grant- 
ed that it has equal merit and is reasonable in‘price, the Canadian- 
made article should command thé support’ of Canadians.

aspirations. 

Therefore, be 100 per cent. Canadian. by buying and reading the 
works of our own Canadian writers, and become the proud possessor 
of a choice selection of books by Canadian poets and authors. The 
number of volumes one can:afford may not be large, but it can al- 
ways be added to, and in a comparatively short time a really credit- 
able little library will result.

Must Deal With Railway Situation 


In the view of Sir Vincent Meredith, 
the way to sustained improvement in 
trade is not yet clear, but that im- 
provement will be hastened when lab- 
or realizes that war inflated wages 
cannot continue, and that more effi- 
ciency and greater production are ab- 
solutely necessary in order to bring 
prices down to a level that will stimu- 
ate-consumption and thus provide: in- 
creased employment. His. warning as 
to the evil effects of heavy taxation in 
stifling industry and enterprise is one 
that will be cordially endorsed by all 
thinking men, and one which those 
who direct our public affairs surely 
will not dare to ignore, And Sir Vin- 
cent merits public thanks for the cour- 
ageous way in which he dealt with the 
railway problem; in particular for his 
uncompromising declaration that no 
marked improvement can be’ expected 
in the present burdensome conditions 
so long as the roads continue under 
public—which, as he said, means poli- 
tical—ownership and operation. Both 
Great Britain and the United States 
have realized the financial chaos in- 
separable from such ownership and 
operation, and have adopted the only 
remedy. Let us hope that Canada will 
profit by their example before the 
country is plunged still deeper into 
debt. ae 

Retail Forces Out Of Line 


Sir, Frederick Williams-Taylor un- 
doubtedly placed his finger on one of 
the weak spots in our present trade 
condition when he said that while on 
the one hand the purchasing: power of 
the products of our natural resources 
was at the lowest level reached for 
several years past, in other directions 
we still had high prices, and retail 
prices were conspicuously out of line. 
It is on the purchasing power of the 
products of our natural resources that 
we mustijplace in dependence 
for ave a in ea , and it is obvious 
that there can be no sustained im- 
provement until the price of other 
commodities dre commensurate with 
that purchasing power. 

Summed up, the most obvious needs 
of Canada at the present time, in the 
opinion of. these two. eminent finan- 
ciers, are drastic economy in the con- 
duct of public affairs, a solution of the 
railway problem on the basis of priv- 
ate as against political ownership and 
operation, a vigorous immigration pol- 
icy for the peopling of our waste 
spaces by diverting to Canada the 
stream ,of immigrants that formerly 
flowed elsewhere, and deflation in the 
cost of labor.

It was not an oration like that of 
October 31, when the Premier, having

He then asked 
the member to refrain from interrup- 
tions, as his.task of exposition was 
difficult and one which he _ disliked. 
The Prime Minister was deeply im- 
pressive as he came near the end, 
when in slow tones and solemn man- 
ner, he drew a picture of the British 
Imperial War Cabinet at which a va- 
eant chair was waiting for Ireland 
and looked to the future when Bri- 
tain’s fears would be Ireland’s anxiet- 
jes, and Britain’s victory, Ireland’s 
joy. 


Suggests Direct 
Wireless Service 


Plan For Direct Communication Be- 
tween Britain and Australia Being 
Investigated 
Melbourne.—The Federal  Parlia- 
ment has appointed a committee with 
authority to investigate and approve 
a plan for the establishment of direct 
wireless communication between 
Great Britain and Australia, Interest 
in the undertaking has been stimulat- 
ed‘by the facility with which Austra- 
lian stations received President Hard- 
ing’s round-the-world wireless message 
and by the fact that the press asso- 
ciations received without relay, mes- 

sages sent from Carnarvon, Wales. 

London.—Except when atmospheric 
conditions are unusually bad, wireless 
news messages are now being receiv- 
ed daily from Australia by way of the 
post office station at Leafield, the first 
station of the Imperial wireless chain. 

The postmaster-general points out 
that the experts who are advising the 
Government in regard to the con- 
struction of additional stations of the 
Imperial chain express the opinion 
that greater reliability and cheapness 
would be ensured by the use of in- 
termediate stations about 2,500 miles 
apart which would be able to main- 
tain communication when direct serv- 
ice is impossible.

Tingston, Jamaica.—A mission, 
headed by Major Wood, has been sent 


here by the British Government to in- | 


vestigate economic and political con- 
ditions in the West Indies.. The com- 
ing of the British mission has created 
considerable interest in view of the 
frequent discussions about possible 
sale of the West Indies to the U.S. 


Foch Sails For Home 
4 New York.—Marshal Foch has sail- 
ed on the French liner Paris for home. 
Another passenger was Rene Viviano, 
former French premier who is return- 
ing home from the Washington arms 
conference, 
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,Mr. Maharg stated that he was prom-

Many Things Are Made From Dif. 
ferent Species of Plant 

The huge cactus which grows in 
abundance on desert soll is being turn- 
ed to useful account today. 

The woody part of the trunk sup- 
plies material for table-legs, chairs, 
canes and veneering. The prickly 
spikes are made into toothpicks, need- 
les, and pins for mending leather. The 
pulp in the stem is ‘out into strips, and 
is stewed or tried for human food. 
Cheese is made from the fruits of 
some cactus plants, and the red juice 
is used to color ice creams and 
jellies. 

There are many different kinds of 
cactus, some growing to a height of 
sixty feet. Many of the different 
species bear fruit which is eaten raw 
or when dried, and one particular part 


‘of the plant is often eaten by natives 


owing to its pecullar power of allay- 
ing both hunger and thirst, and act- 
ing as well as a powerful stimulant.

Baronet Deprived of Nationality 


Sir Edgar Speyer Held Guilty of Giv- 
ing Aid to King’s Enemies 


Sir Edgar Speyer has been deprived 


of his British nationality by a report 
of a special Statutory Committee, 
which was appointed recently to in- 
quire into charges that he had been 
guilty of conduct incompatible with 
his oath of allegiance to King George 
V. and giving aid and comfort to the 
King’s enemies. The evidence before 
the committee was taken in camera, 
but it is understood great stress was 
laid by the Attorney-General on testt- 
mony procured by a commission in the 
United States, showing Sir Edgar’s re- 
lations with Dr. Karlmueh, and other 
Germans in the United States during 
the war. This decision automatically 
deprives Sir Edgar of his. British 
Privy Councillorship, but he retains 
his baronetcy until King George, by 
order-in-council, annuls it, He has 
the right to appeal to the Supreme 
Court on questions of law, if he elects 
to do so.
